convention, 
and among 
those now on the groutld a bitttr 
factional fight has been engendered. 
They seem to be aligning them­ 
selves for a 
three-carnered fight. 
First, those who favor a straight 
endorsement, 
or 
nomination 
of 
yan and Sewall, which will bring 
to the Chicago ticket the support 
of the populists; second, those who 
desire a 
fusion 
electoral 
ticket, 
which will maintain 
the populist 
party organization intact and place 
the leaders in a position to demand 
recognition in the event the ticket 
is successful, and third, what are 
known as the ‘ ^middle of the road^^ 
populists, who favor an independent 
platform and ticket, and who op­ 
pose fusion in any form. 
The latter, if present indications 
count for anything, will eventually 
be overruled. 
The ‘ ‘middle of the 
road’* men, however, 
will 
prove 
strong and valuable allies of the 
leaders of the second class, who 
seem determined to preserve their 
party organization at all hazards, 
but who profess an earnest desire 
to combine all the silver strength if 
a way can be found to give them 
tecognition. 
The real fight, it is 
lieved, will come 
between this 
faction and those who are in favor 
of putting behind 
them 
for 
the 
present all pride of party for the 
sake of the cause of silver, to which 
they are pledged. 
Chairman Taubeneck, the leader 
of the middle wing, has given out a 
statement, 
outlining 
the 
plan of 
fusion electors as the only condition 
on which he is willing to join hands 
with the free silver democracy. But 
even with fusion electors, he wants 
a set of populist nominees, the pur­ 
pose being, if bis plan is carried 
out, to elect Bryan president and a 
populist 
vice-president. 
Taube- 
neck’s interview met with a storm 
of protests from the faction w’hich 
advocates a straight indorsement of 
Bryan and Sewall as the on^y chance 
of solidifying the silver forces and 
gaining victory. 
Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, who 
heads the regular Colorado delega­ 
tion, came out m an interview last 
night, 
in 
which 
he 
denounced 
Taubeneck’s plan as not only im­ 
practicable, 
but 
impossible. 
He 
declared that insistence upon such 
a plan would savor of a deal and 
jeopardize the cause of silver, to 
which all professed to be and should 
be devoted. 
While be counseled 
the maintenance of the populist or­ 
ganization in the future, he went so 
far as to intimate that those who 
now sought to place it above the 
cause of silver were looking to their 
personal 
advancement 
and 
such 
loaves and fishes as might come to 


them wdth the advent of a silver ad­ 
ministration. 
Among those populists who have 
arrived from 
the south 
there 
is 
much opposition to indorsing B ry­ 
an and Sewall without conditions. 
Senator Butler, of North Carolina, 
who heartily favors harmonizing all 
the silver elements as the only way 
to win, points out the strong enmity 
between the populists and democrats 
in 
the 
south, and expresses 
the 
opinion 
that 
unless 
the populist 
organization is recognized in the 
fight, it will be impossible to secure 
the support of the rank and file of 
the populists of the south for the 
Chicago ticket. 
Geo. F. Washburne, of Boston, 
chairman of the eastern wung of the 
populists, returned yesterday from 
a visit to Mr. Bryan at Lincoln, 
where he went presumably to confer 
with the candidate concerning his 
indorsement of the populists.

It wou ld be discriminating 
against all pool sellers in fav ’or of 
the race track fellows. 
I believ e

alike. 
Tnis law does not treat all 
alike.”

])robably , to the liglit rainfall of the 
su mmer 
months 
and eonsecju ent 
lowerincr of the grou nd water and 
increased pollu tion of water su pplies 
in cou ntry districts. 
From a line 
ru nningr throu gh the northern half 
of Kentu cky u p into Michigan and 
VV isconsin, ty phoid fev er has been 
reported u nu su ally prev alent, and 
in many localities epidemic, du ring 
the y iast month. 
People from these 
localities come to Chicago and de­ 
v elop the disease which they had 
already contracted elsewhere. 
“ As a matter of fact,” Dr. Reilly 
continu es, “ the ty phoid mortality of 
the month ju st ended is, with one 
ex ception, absolu tely the lowmst of 
any Au gu st since 18 8 8, and relativ e­ 
ly as to popu lation is considerably 
the lowest. 
There is a still more 
satisfactory showing in the redu c­ 
tion of the death rate from cholera 
infantu m. 
This shou ld be conclu ­ 
siv e as to the character of ou r drink­ 
ing water. 
It may not be ideally 
pu re, bu t there has certainly been 
nothing alarming in its condition 
nor in its eifects on health this su m­ 
mer, ex cept on one or two occasions."

hostilities will begin. As the troops 
retu rn from theLiau tu ng peninsu la 
they are binng hu rriedly sent north, 
ready , shou ld war resu lt, to belau ded 
in Korea.

Several 
years 
auo a 
southern 
paper in one of its periodical a t ­ 
tacks on the colored people of the 
United States made a statement to 
the eiXect that tl o colored man had 
no mechanical ingenuitv, and offered 
as a proof ot* it that on the records 
of the patent oiiice there were no 
colored inventors. 
Tn^ nev/spaper 
article having been called to the at­ 
tention 
of 
the 
commissioner of 
patents, says tlie Xev’ York Sun, an 
investigation was made of the files 
of the patent oihce. 
Many colored 
men 
had obtained patents, but it 
was a difficult matter to trace them, 
for there was nothing to go by but 
the names of the inventors and the 
recollection of 
the different 
ex­ 
aminers of patents before whom the 
inventors had appeared in prosecut­ 
ing 
their 
claims. 
A systematic 
search, however, was made at that 
time, 
and has 
been 
made again 
recently at the instance of ex-Con- 
grcssman George Washington Mur­ 
ray, of South Carolina, to the end 
that a list has been made which com­ 
prises most of the more important 
inventions by colored men since 18 67. 
Prior to 18 67, it appears, but one 
'’'‘’Afc^^ifivention liad been patented by a 
f colored 
id an. 
This 
was a patent 
gridiron b y Joseph Hawkins. 
Since 
18 67, however, and more particularly 
within the last fifteen years, many 
patents have been granted to colored 
men, some of 
which have proved 
valuable and are in general use in 
some parts of the United States. 
Mr. Murray has had this list of in­ 
ventors made as complete as possi­ 
ble, and a description of the best 
known of the inventions, together 
with a number of models, has been 
sent to the A tlanta exposition with 
the other colored people’s exhibits. 
The patent office detailed a special 
agent for the especial duty of having 
these models presented in the proper 
way, and the collection consists of 
about twcoty-five models of the most 
remarkable and most useful of in­ 
ventions by colored men. 
The H. H. Reynolds 
tilator in 
the Pullman cars is perhaps the in­ 
vention most widely used of those 
jl^xhibited at Atlanta. Reynolds wms 
porter on one of the Pullman cars. 
Opening and shutting the windows, 
as he did so often for his passengers, 
he devised a screen 
which w’ould 
keep 
the 
cinders out. 
Pullman 
heard of it and Reynolds was sent 
for. 
He explained his invention to 
the car magnate, and the interview 
resulted shortly afterward 
in the 
adoption of this ventilator on all the 
Pullman 
cars. 
Reynolds claimed 
the invention, but the Pullmans did 
not recognize the claim. . He got out 
of the service of the Pullmans, sued 
them, , and got a verdict for ten thou­ 
sand dollars. 
Granville T. Woods, a colored man 
in the employ of an electric company 
in Cincinnati, recently transferred 
his patents on some electrical appli­ 
ances to the American Bell Tele­ 
phone company of Boston for ten 
thousand dollars. 
W. A. Lavalette 
invented some printing press appli­ 
ances which are in use in the go v­ 
ernment 
printing 
office. 
Moses 
Payne, a jockey on the Latonia race 
track, invented a spring horseshoe 
intended to better the time in run­ 
ning and trotting races. 
The shoe 
has been tried with some success. 
Congressman Murra}’ has made a 
good deal of money out of his pat­ 
ents, of which there are eight on tile. 
These are all on agricultural imple­ 
ment. 
Most of them are devoted to 
cotton 
planting. 
These different 
agricultural appliances will form an 
important part of the A tlan ta ex­ 
hibit of the colored men. 
Elijah McCoy, of Detroit, has a 
number of inventions relating to 
railroad car lubricators. 
He 
re­ 
ceives a handsome royalty of several 
thousand a year from the Canadian 
Pacific railroad for the use of his ap­ 
pliances. 
David A . Fisher, a Washington 
colored man, is responsible for the 
picture hook and moulding in gen­ 
eral use. 
Leonard C. Bailey, an­ 
other Washington colored man, who 
owns five prosperous barber shops 
and a fine residence there, »has in­ 
vented 
a truss 
which 
has 
been 
adopted by the army medical board 
for use in the government service, 
and is looked on with favor by the 
medical corps of the navy. 
Bailey 
has been very fortunate, and is per- 


haps to-diiy the richest colored man 
in 
Washington, 
whore 
well-to-do 
colored men are many. 
A. F. Hih’er, a clerk in the treas­ 
ury department, has enjoyed an e x ­ 
tensive sale of an appliance of his, 
and 
has a good 
income from it. 
This consists of a water evaporator 
for hot air registers, and has a sani­ 
tary value. 
Only one colored woman has ob­ 
tained a patent. 
She is Mi. ss Miriam 
Benjamin, a teacher in the public 
schools here. 
She calls lier inven­ 
tion “ a gong and signal chair for 
notels. ” 
Through the intercession 
of Mr. Murray she ho|>es to have this 
appliance adopted for use in the 
United States house of representa­ 
tives. 
Instead of the waste of con­ 
gressional 
energy at present in­ 
volved in the clapping of hands for 
the pages around the speaker’s chair, 
the member, by pushing an electric 
button on his own chair, can call the 
page to him by means of an index 
which attracts his attention. 
The 
object of the invention is mainly, 
however, to roLlucc expenses by de­ 
creasing the number of attendants 
usually required for the convenience 
of guests at hotels. 
Where now a 
waiter attends to the wants of three 
or four guests, it is claimed that he 
can by the new appliance wait on 
twelve or fifteen.

REWARDS FOR ROBBERS. 


A New List of Olfeiises and iiidiice- 
meiits to Capture. 


Postmaster General Wilson has 
sent to Postmaster Ingels a new or­ 
der fixing the amount of rewards for 
the arrest and conviction in the 
United States courts of persons who 
rob the United States mails. 
No 
reward will b e paid for the convic­ 
tion of anyone for simply b reaking 
into a postoffice with the intent to 
steal; conviction must b e for b reak­ 
ing into and stealing, or for steal­ 
ing, except where a safe is b roken 
open. 
Rewards will 
b e paid as 
follows: 
“ P'or rob b ing the mail while b e­ 
ing conveved in any mail car at­ 
tached to a railway train, $i,ooo, 
and over any post route, other than 
a railway, $500. 
“ For attempting to rob the mails 
b eing conveyed 
over 
any 
post 
route, $250. 
“ For b reaking into a postoffice 
and stealing therefrom, or for rob ­ 
b ing a postoffice, or for larceny 
from a postoffice, $50 in each case 
wherein the amount stolen is $50 or 
less, $100 in each case wherein the 
amount stolen is over $50 and less 
than $100; 
$150 
in 
each 
case 
wherein the amount stolen is more 
than $100 and less than ^500; $200 
in each case wherein the amount 
stolen exceeds $500; provided, that 
in all cases wherein a safe in post- 
office is b roken op>en, S200 will b e 
paid 
regardless 
of 
the 
amount 
stolen, or whether or not anything 
b e stolen. 
“ For all cases v\here the larceny 
of mail matter is effected, whether 
containing valuab le inclosures or 
not, $100. 
“ P'or emb ezzlement or larceny of 
mail matter b y star route carrier,

‘‘For larceny of mail raaUer or of 
any valuab le thing contained there­ 
in while in the custody of any mail 
messenger, b eing conveyed to or 
from a railroad depot, or for the 
rob b ery or larceny from the mail at 
any railroad depot awaiting trans­ 
fer, § 200.’’ 
The postmaster and his suoordi- 
nates at any office wneie a b urglary 
or larceny may occur are deb arred 
from receiving rewards. 
Larceny from street letter b oxes, 
or from b oxes rented in a posiofhce, 
or from any pub lic receptacle for 
mail matter, v,dll b e regarded b y the 
postoffice department as the -ame 
effect as larceny from a postoffice 
proper.

The two car loads of United 
States prisoners who passed through 
Sedaiia yesterday morning, en route 
to Columb us, O., were thus refer­ 
red to b y today’s Glob e-Democrat: 
The regular hab itues as well as 
the traveling pub lic were treated to 
an unusual spectacle at the Union 
station last evening in the shape of 
a company of fifty-one United States 
prisoners of the Indian territory, 
with a guard of twenty-two United 
States officers. 
The company came in over the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail­ 
way, and left on the 8:20 Baltimore 
and Ohio for Columb us, O., where 
the prisoners will spend various 
terms on account of crimes commit­ 
ted in the territory. 
The company was under the di­ 
rect charge of United States Mar­ 
shal A. S. Williams and his twenty- 
one deputies. 
The prisoners em­ 
b raced every shade of humanity, 
and a white woman, a negro woman 
and two Indians were conspicuous 
memb ers of the party. 
All were 
shackled hand and foot b ut the 
women. 
The party 
emerged 
from 
the 
train, and were immediately the 
ob ject of attention from the hun­ 
dreds who expected to take the 
evening 
trains. 
As 
the 
column 
passed through the gates the crowd 
pressed upon them in such num­ 
b ers that the police had to b e called 
to open a passage. 
Marshal 
Williams marched his 
party into the depot restaurant and 
treated them to a meal, which was 
a surprise to this class of people. 
They called it a b anquet, and in 
their own way showered praises 
upon the good natured preserver of 
the 
peace. 
They 
even 
made 
speeches complimenting him upon 
his 
treatment. 
The 
women 
oc­ 
cupied tab les b y themselves, and 
were 
the ob jects of more 
than 
ordinary attention at the hands of 
the waiters. 
There was nothing in 
the place toi> good for them, and 
they, 
too, 
seemed competent to 
ask for the delicacies of the season. 
The Indians were strapping fel­ 
lows, and aUracttd more attention 
than any other secnon of the con­ 
tingent. 
rhev pretended not to 
understand English, and seemingly 
had as much tun out of the crowd 
as the crowd had out of them. 
The march b ack to the train was 
also a feature of attraction for the 
hab itues of the depot, and as the 
file passed through the gates they 
were cheered to the echo b y the 
good natured assemb lage. 


Fruit Crop Will Be Light. 


W as hi n gt on 
, July 20 — General­ 
ly poor condition of fruit through 
out the country is announced in the 
agricultural department b ulletin lust 
pub lished. Apples declined in con­ 
dition from 71 to 64.6 during June. 
The prospect for excellent crops 
still continues in 
New England, 
New York, Pennsylvania, Michigan 
and Iowa. 
Conditions are also very fair in 
Neb raska and several of the moun­ 
tain states. 
In the other parts of 
the country the condition is far b e­ 
low the average, b eing lower in the 
Atlantic coast states, where the per 
centages are generally b elow 50. In 
the Ohio valley and certain of the 
western states the figures are some­ 
what higher, b ut nowhere ab ove 67, 
which is the per centage returned 
for Illinois and Missouri. 
The peach crop promises to b e 
of medium proportions. 
During 
the past month a fall of 12 9 points 
has taken place, leaving the general 
average now 51.8 
Good crops are 
expected in Delaware, Maryland, 
Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Indiana, 
Kentucky, Missouri and 
Kansas. 
In New Jersey the fruit is falling 
b adly.
